New Orleans still clings to tho ; wasteful 


system, abandoned by tho moro progro&Jivo 
southern cities, of trnploying no smaller 
coin than tho nickel for purposes of making 


worms. During tho last days of May.itnmodi- 
atoly before tho annual rains begin, great 
jranches of cacti, covered with tho insects, tir» 
cut off, and stored in a buildintf oroctod for 
:ho purposa, to protect them from tho 
weather. At tho close ot tho wot season, or 
about tho middle of October, tho plantations 
aro restocked from thoso supplies by sus- 
pending little nests, madoof jute, maguey, or 
my othor soft, woody Qber, upon tho splnos 
of tho growing nopal, each nest containing a 
dozen female insects. 
Warmed by the 


tropic sun, they soon emerge from thoir scmi- 
comatoso condition and begin to lay ogcs 
with marvelous rapidity, each foniaJe pro- 
ducing more than 1,000 youug, Tho now 
crop immediately spreads over tho plants, 
tho females at onco swelling to a surprising 
size and attaching thomsolvos so closely to 
the nopal as to bocomo almost a parbof It, so 
that thoy rosomble votetablo oxcresconcos 
rather than animated insects. In this con- 
dition they are gathered for eocliinoal, tbo 
females only being valuable for commercial 
purposes. Tho males ore comparatively few 
In number, not moro than ono to 150 fe- 
males, and are of no uso for coloring ma- 
terial. Tho fomalos are pickod off with a 
blunt Unite, coUoctocl with bankets, and 
killed by dipptnu into boiling water or by 
baking them in ovens or on platos of iron. 


JTho flrst crop is gathered about the mid-, 


dlo of December, and subsequently several 
more of as many successive goneratlons O.TO 
obtained. Thoso tiny scions of tho numerous 
family cocoldifi aro in tho form of rounded 
scales, tho body covered with deep trans- 
vorso wrinkles, bristly on tho posterior part, 
ivith abdomen of a dark mulberry culor and 
short black legs. Tlio male has two croct 
wings, the female nono. An export laborer 
can pick only about two ounces of cocblnoal 
In tt day. 
Those lose at least two-thirds of 


their woiglit in tho process ot drying. As it 
requires not lens than 70,000 Insects to weigh, 
u pound, and tho avurago retail price of tho 
commodity is only "0 conts a pound In tho 
United States, it will bo seen that tlio 
cochineal business in by no moans a sinecure 
for the operative. 
Occasionally a bug distemper breaks out 


and dova.itu.to8 ontiro ostutos, as in Guate- 
mala a few yoars ago, when tho uaciondudos 
wore obliged to clear out tho old stock root 
and branch and bogin anew. Tho worms 
aro aim fed upon by birds, mice and thu 
larva; ot other insocti. An inferior quality 
ol' insects, known as sylvestro, which is in- 
digenous to a wild spccius of cactus, ii 
sometimes sold for tho uettor variety, and 
it not infrequently happens that tho dillor- 
ont siiodos ot bam-lico bocomo mixed in the 
same plantation without design on tho part 
ot the owner. When tho living Insects have 
beon Immersed in boiling water tliey turn to 
a reddish brown, lo»mx much of tao whito 
powder with which tbo wrinkles of. thoir 
body aro loaded. When dried in an oven 
thoy retain this powder, and thon thoir 
color is gray, but when baked on hot iron 
thoybocoino block. This aocouuM <or tho 
so-callod varieties of tho same bug, known 
in tho market as silvor grains, black grains, 
and foxy grains. Foxy grains aro those 
Idllod by boiling. Thoy bring tbo highest
